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COMMUNITY PROFILE 
ST. CLAIR PLANNING NETGHBOURHOOD 


INTRODUCTION 


The purpose of this profile is to provide a general socio-— 
economic description of the geographical area defined by the St. 
Clair planning neighbourhood located just east of the downtown core 
of the City of Hamilton. The borders of this area are: Main Street 
East to the north, the Escarpment to the south, Wentworth Street 
South to the west, and Sherman Avenue South to the east (refer to 


neighbourhood location map on the following page - Figure 1). 


The report contains information and data concerning a 


variety of neighbourhood characteristics including: 


a) trends in population and population composition; 
b) physical land-use characteristics; 

c) an overview of the housing situation; 

da) the composition of families; 

e) significant socio-economic indicators; 


f) @ Wisting of local community services; and 


g) the utilization of human services. 


Where possible, statistical information for the St. Clair 
neighbourhood has been compared to data available for the City of 


Hamilton (averages). 


At the conclusion of the profile, a brief summary of high- 


lights of the socio-economic data of the neighbourhood is presented. 
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2. DEFINITIONS

Economic Family: 


A group of two or more persons who live in the same dwelling 
and are related to each other by blood, marriage or adoption.

Incidence of Low Income: 


The incidence of low income is the percentage of family units 
below the low income cut-off points. On the basis of the total 
income: Of 42 family anit adjusted vor federal child Tax Credit, 
size of family limit and size of the area of residence, the 
position of each unattached individual and economic family is 
determined in relation to low income cut-offs based on the 1978 
Family Expenditure Survey and updated by changes in the Consumer 


Price Index. 
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POPULATION 


Past Trends 


As Table 1 indicates, there have been two distinct phases 
of population change in the St. Clair neighbourhood over the 
last three decades. First of all, in the years between 1951 
and 1966, the population increased from 4,057 people to 4,292 
people (a peak). Secondly, in the decade between 1971 and 
1981, the population decreased rather dramatically to a low of 


3,474 people (a 23.5% decline).

As Table 2 indicates, between 1977 and 1982, the population 
decreased by 168 people, or 5.01%. The population 1s expected 
to continue to decrease. It is predicted that by the year 2001, 
there will be only 2,900 people living in the St. Clair neigh- 
bourhood.

3.3 Population Composition 
3.3.1 Age and Sex Composition 


The St. Clair neighbourhood can be broken down by age 


and sex into five year groups as shown in Table 3. 


The statistics in Table 3 are pictorally represented 


aS a population pyramid in Figure 2. 


As indicated by Figure Z, the ratio of males to females 
is fairly even. Females constitute 51.74% of the pop- 
ulation in St. Clair, while males constitute 48.26%. 
These figures are nearly identical to those for the 
City of Hamilton in which females comprise 51.8% of 
the population and males comprise 48.2% of the pop-

The ethnic mix of the St. Clair neighbourhood is 
presented in Table 7. 


Compared to the City average, the St. Clair 
neighbourhood is characterized by a slightly

The most notable land-use characteristic 1s the 'Residential 
Individual' which, in part, includes land for single detached 
units and apartments. It accounts for just under 90% of the total 
recorded acreage, and for about 94% to the real local assessed 
dollar value of the neighbourhood. The land-use characteristic 
accounting for the second highest amount of recorded acreage 1S 
‘Open Space' at 34.2%. (The Niagara Escarpment constitutes much 


of this open space. )

AS Can be seén on the zoning map (Pigure 3), the central 
Core Of Ste Claiy as residential, There are a multiplicity of 
Single family dwellings. To the North and North East, we find 
primarily commercial districts. Toward the southern boundaries,

The percentage of people renting dwellings in St. Clair is 
slightly higher (6.93% difference) than the percentage of people

renting dwellings in the City as a whole. As one might expect, 
the percentage of people owning dwellings is slightly lower in 


ot. Glair than im the Gury as a whole. 


The majority of owned dwellings are single-detached. 


There is a low percentage (0.81%) of single-attached dwellings. 


Finally, 24.6% of the dwellings are apartments of less than 
5 storeys. This percentage is more than twice the percentage of 
Such apartments 4m the Ciry of Hamilcon. “Om the other mand, 
there are only one-half as many apartments of more than 5 storeys 


in St. Clair aS compared to the Cir of Hamilton. 


The average value of a dwelling in St. Clair 1S $52,459. 
This is only 3.8% less than the average value of dwellings in 


Hamilton in general. 


Average monthly rent and average monthly payments for owners 


are also slightly lower than those in Hamilton in general. 


Subsidized Housing

FAMILIES 


Information regarding the composition of families in St. 


Clair is presented in Table 12. 


The table indicates that St. Clair contains approximately 
the same ratio of husband-wife families to lone-parent families as 
does the City of Hamilton. Moreover, the average numbers of persons 


and children per family also reflect the average for Hamilton.

Table 13 summarizes labour force participation and unemploy- 


ment by sex for both St. Clair and the City Gi Hamilton, 


As the table indicates, males in St. Clair between the ages 


of 15 and 24 years are experiencing a higher unemployment rate 


(20.6%) than are 15-24 year old males in the City as a whole 


(11.4%). 


Similarly, 15-24 year old women in St. Clair are suffering 


a higher unemployment rate than 15-24 year old women in the City 


aS a whole. Moreover, at 26.5% unemployment, they are even suf- 


fering greater difficulties than are the male youth in their own 


neighbourhood. 


While unemployment 1s slightly lower for men aged 25 or 
Cver Tn Sh. (Claim ‘than in the rest of Hamilton, itis slightly 


higher for women in St. Clair as compared to Hamilton.

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7.2 Income 
Fees Average and Low-Income Distribution 
As the data in Table 14 indicates, the average 
incomes of men, women and families in St. Clair 
are somewhat lower than the average incomes of 
men, women and families in the City as a whole. 
For example, at $23,138 a year, the average 
Census family income in St. Clair is 8.2% lower 
than the average Census family income in the 
City of Hamilton. Notably, the average employ- 
ment income of women in St. Clair is 11.7% lower 
than the average employment income in the City 
as a whole.

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While the incidence of low-income individuals in 
St. Clair 1s only slightly higher than in Hamilton, 
the incidence of low-income families 1s significantly 


higher at 23.7% 


Private Household Incomes 


As one might anticipate based on the average and low- 
income distribution previously discussed, the average 
private household income in St. Clair is also lower 
than that of the City of Hamilton. It is approximate- 
ly 11% lower. Moreover, the incidence of private 
household incomes lower than $5,000 in St. Clair is 
double the incidence in the City of Hamilton (16.9% 

in St. Clair as compared to 8% in Hamilton). There 
are also 4% less private household incomes of greater 
than $40,000 in St. Clair as compared to the City as 


a whole.

The “Population, S years andvover® figures in the table 
represent the population which has resided in the area for 
the past five years or more. This population has been 
further sub-divided into 'non-movers' (persons who on Census 


Day, June 3, 1981, were living in the same dwelling they 


occupied five years earlier) and 'movers' (persons who, on 
Census Day, were living in a different dwelling than the one 


occupied five years earlier). 


As Table 17 indicates, the mobility status of the St. 
Clair population is very similar to that of the Hamilton 


population as a whole.

Table 18 presents a description by sex of the occupations 
of St. Clair residents.
